I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  past  year. 

Is  up  to  the  average. 

Is  rather  higher  than  in  1897,  but  compares  favorably  with  other  districts. 


infantile  Is  much  too  high—  74  children  dying  before  12  months  old.  No  less  than  18 
Mortality.  succumbed  to  Diarrhoea,  and  18  to  Bronchitis;  this,  in  a  great  measure,  I  believe,  to 

be  due  to  the  unseasonable  weather.

Mortality.  Rather  higher,  mainly  due  to  the  prevalence  of  Diarrhoea,  Whooping  Cough  and  Scarlatina. 

Scarlatina.  162  cases  notified — 5  deaths.  Want  of  power  of  Isolation  seems  to  be  the  great 

difficulty  here.  Children  in  affected  houses  are  forbidden  to  attend  School,  and  mix 
with  others,  but  this  is  more  than  many  parents  can  control — they  will  get  together 
and  play-  Then  again,  mild  cases  have  been  found  attending  school  where  parents 
did  not  realize  fever  was  in  their  house.  Disinfectants  are  supplied  gratis,  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  card  of  printed  instructions,  and  children  are  not  allowed  to  return  to 
school  until  the  house  has  been  cleaned  down  and  disinfected.

2  cases,  both  recovered.  No  local  nuisance  found  likely  to  have  caused  the  disease. 

Has  betn  very  prevalent,  probably  due  to  the  unseasonable  weather,  the  drains 
not  being  flushed  with  heavy  rain  falls  during  the  season,  when  there  is  so  much 
decay  of  vegetable  matter  going  on. 

Our  district  is  suffering  greatly  from  a  frightful  nuisance  in  the  direction  of  the 
Sheepbridge  and  Brimington  Station,  at  Wheeldon  Mill,  which  appears  to  proceed 
from  the  Chesterfield  Sewage  Farm.  It  is  high  time  this  subject  should  be 

enquired  into,  and  remedied  if  possible. 

3  cases  notified.  All  rapidly  recovered,  evidently  very  mild  cases. 

The  management  has  been  taken  over  by  our  Council.  A  house  has  been 

built,  and  is  occupied  by  a  servant  to  carry  out  their  instructions.  Consider¬ 
able  improvement  has  taken  place.  New  precipitation  tanks  are  to  be  procured. 

Are  not  numerous  in  this  locality,  but  every  opportunity  will  be  taken  of 
adopting  them. 

Our  main  streets  have  lamp6,  and  our  council  are  considering  the  question  of 
adding  to  their  number. 

Has  been  more  plentiful  than  last  year.  For  drinking  purposes,  1  should 
recommend  boiling  and  filtering  to  be  continued. 

Is  carried  out  as  last  year  by  3  Contractors,  one  for  each  Ward ;  a  cart 
going  round  with  a  bell,  and  at  other  times  on  request. 

This  has  been  carried  out  in  parts  of  Henry  Street,  Pottery  Lane  and  Joh  n- 
son  Street,  and  by  degrees  we  hope  to  go  more  thoroughly  into  this  matter.
